This bill:
» defines terms;
» creates the Statewide Credentials and Certification Program (the program), which
consists of an online platform and a grant program designed to link students, job
seekers, employers, and education agencies to education and employment
opportunities;
» requires Snow College to:
e administer the program;
» collaborate with state agencies, employers, and education agencies to establish
content based on state employment and education needs; and
» report annually to the Legislature metrics about the program;
» establishes the responsibilities of the online platform administrator;
» creates the Statewide Credentials and Certification Program Restricted Account and
provides that appropriations from the account are nonlapsing; and
» makes technical and conforming changes.

Section 1. Section S3B-26-401 is enacted to read:
Part 4. Statewide Credentials and Certification Program
53B-26-401. Definitions.
As used in this part:

(1) "Account" means the Statewide Credentials and Certification Program Restricted

Account created in Section 53B-26-405.

(2) "Certification" means a method for an individual who has completed a course of

study to earn or renew a microcredential through demonstration of mastery and application of

the knowledge or skill set.

(3) "Certification entity" means a person that:

(a) develops a microcredential;

(b) approves a microcredential; or

(c) reviews materials submitted for certification.
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(4) "Course of study" means:

(a) a formal education course;

(b) a training course; or

(¢) an informal, experiential training.

(5) "Demonstration of mastery and application" means submission of evidence for

evaluation.

(6) "Digital rubric" means a standardized scoring guide.

(7) "Microcredential" means a certification that an individual has demonstrated

mastery and application of a particular knowledge or skill set.

(8) "Program' means the Statewide Credentials and Certification Program created in
Section 53B-26-402.

(9) "Reviewer" means an individual who:

(a) is approved by:

(1) the entity offering the microcredential; and

(11) if the individual is reviewing a demonstration of mastery and application for

college academic credit, Snow College; and

(b) reviews the demonstration of mastery and application using a digital rubric.

Section 2. Section 53B-26-402 is enacted to read:
53B-26-402. Statewide Credentials and Certification Program.
(1) There is created the Statewide Credentials and Certification Program, which shall

consist of’

(a) an online platform to connect students, job seekers, employers, education agencies,

and certification entities; and

(b) a grant program to allow:

(1) a certification entity to make some microcredentials available to earn or renew on

the online platform for free; and

(11) an individual to receive funds to pay for microcredentials on the online platform.

(2) (a) Snow College shall administer the program.

(b) Snow College's responsibilities for the program include:

(1) soliciting and selecting an online platform administrator and managing a contract to

develop and maintain the online platform;
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(i1) partnering with state agencies to provide marketing of the program, including

targeted outreach to the areas with the highest needs;

(ii1) with the assistance of the online platform administrator, establishing content for

the online platform by:

(A) collaborating with state agencies, employers, and education agencies on the

economic and educational needs of the state; and

(B) building partnerships with businesses, nonprofit organizations, and education

agencies to develop and offer microcredentials aimed at addressing the economic and

educational needs of the state;

(1v) facilitating academic transferability for microcredentials earned or renewed on the

online platform;

(v) monitoring the usage and demands of the program;

(vi) depositing fees forwarded in accordance with Subsection 53B-26-403(3)(b) or

(3)(¢) into the account; and

(vil) administering the grant program.

(3) Snow College has the right to approve or deny the content on the online platform.

(4) (a) On or before October 1, Snow College shall report electronically to:

(1) the Economic Development and Workforce Services Interim Committee;

(i1) the Education Interim Committee; and

(111) the Higher Education Appropriations Subcommittee.
(b) The report described in Subsection (4)(a) shall include:

(1) a summary of the usage of the program, including:

(A) the number of users on the online platform by type;

(B) the pattern of usage of the online platform, including which services are most used;

(C) aggregated demographic and geographic location information of the users on the

online platform;

(D) the number of grants awarded and the average amount of a grant award;

(E) the number of microcredentials and college academic credits earned;

(F) the number of microcredentials earned that were offered for free; and

(G) aggregated information about educational advancement or career opportunities

from usage of the online platform;

122 (A) the costs of the program; and

123 (B) the revenue generated by the program; and

124 (111) any opportunities or needs that Snow College identifies for the program and

125  recommendations for addressing the identified opportunities or needs.

126 (¢) The report described in Subsection (4)(a) shall include the information described in

127  Subsection (4)(b) for the previous year and for the life of the program.

128 (5) Snow College may adopt policies governing the administration of the program.

(11) route demonstrations of mastery and application to reviewers;

(ii1) route a completed digital rubric to the applicable certification entity; and

(iv) award microcredentials;

(d) online support to users for submitting demonstrations of mastery and application,

including the ability to submit multiple demonstrations of mastery and application for one

microcredential;

(e) a mechanism to provide feedback to individuals seeking certification to earn or

renew a microcredential;

(f) a means for a user to share receipt of a microcredential with an emplover or an

education agency:;

(2) employment development opportunities, including solicitation of certification

entities;

(h) an option for an education agency or an employer to pre-purchase microcredentials

for distribution to particular individuals;

(1) education opportunity announcements;

(j) data visualization tools for the platform administrator to assist Snow College with

the reporting requirements described in Section 53B-26-402; and

(k) information about the grant program.

(3) (a) The online platform shall charge a fee for the following services on the online

platform:
(1) the application to receive a microcredential; and

(11) the use of the online platform by an employer for the purpose of developing or

offering a microcredential or recruiting employees.

(b) (1) The fee for earning or renewing a microcredential:

(A) shall be set by the entity offering the microcredential; and

(B) may not exceed $50 unless the microcredential includes college academic credit.
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(i1) Subject to Subsections (3)(b)(iii) and (iv), the online platform administrator shall

forward any payments, including grant funds, for earning or renewing a microcredential to the

certification entity offering the microcredential.

(111) The online platform administrator shall remit to Snow College, an amount

established by the contract between Snow College and the administrator, that is at least $5 per

paid microcredential earned on the online platform.

(iv) The online platform administrator shall forward half of the payment, after setting

aside the amount described in Subsection (3)(b)(ii1), at the time the payment is received and the

remainder after the certification is complete.

(c) (1) The fee for usage by an employer is based on the size of the organization.

(i1) The online platform administrator shall use a portion of the usage fee described in

Subsection (3)(c)(1) to compensate reviewers as provided by the certification entity offering the

microcredential and the reviewer.

(111) The online platform administrator shall forward the balance of usage fees to Snow

College.
(4) The online platform administrator shall:

(a) provide secure storage of:

(1) auser's confidential information;

(11) a user's uploaded evidence for demonstration of mastery and application to earn or

renew a microcredential; and

(ii1) the digital rubric and a reviewer's completed digital rubric after evaluation of a

user's demonstration of mastery and application of knowledge;

(b) permit a user to:

(1) upload evidence for demonstration of mastery and application to earn or renew a

microcredential;

(11) authorize the sharing of confidential information with designated users on the

online platform; and

(111) retain ownership, including the right to access and share, of the user's personal

microcredential certifications outside of the online platform;

(c) ensure proper routing of financial payments;

(d) provide to Snow College:
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(1) a monthly accounting of financial payments received and paid; and

(11) a summary of user information needed for Snow College to make the report
described in Section 53B-26-402; and

(e) assist Snow College with outreach and marketing of the online platform.

Section 4. Section 53B-26-404 is enacted to read:

(1) Snow College shall provide grants to pay for the cost of earning or renewing a

microcredential.

(2) Snow College may award grant funds to:

(a) a certification entity proposing to make a microcredential available to earn or renew

on the online platform for free; or

(b) an individual to pay the costs of earning or renewing a microcredential.

(3) To be eligible to receive a grant under this part:

(a) a certification entity shall demonstrate that the proposed microcredential will assist:

(1) emplovers in the state in attracting high quality applicants to open positions; or

(11) students or job seekers in the state in improving the student's or the job seeker's

career or educational advancement; or

(b) an individual shall demonstrate:

(1) residency in the state;

(i1) financial need; and

(111) the benefit that receipt of the microcredential will have to the individual's career or

educational advancement.
(4) Snow College shall establish:

(a) an application process by which a certification entity or an individual may apply for

a grant under this section, which application shall include:

(1) a description of the microcredential proposed to be offered or earned;

(11) cost information and any other sources of funding available to the applicant; and

(111) any other information about the microcredential that Snow College requests; and

(b) a formula to divide available grant funds among certification entities and

individuals, prioritize grant applications, and award grant funds.
